Truck Drivers Threaten 
Embargo; Surplus Here 
Is Inadequate

Orange c o u n t y’a $70,000,000 
citrus crop was threatened with 
disaster today. 

Two menaces couid wipe it out 
in a few brief days. 

First of the threats is a cold 
snap. 

Second is the possibility of 
striking truck drivers, in sympa¬ 
thy with longshoremen and sea¬ 
men on walkout, persisting in 
their threat to place an embargo 
on southern California oil fields 
and refineries. 

Kanchers Worried 

Either one is apt to happen, and 
both can very easily happen at 
any time now. 

Ranchers and association men 
were gravely concerned with the 
question today. They bore in 
mind two things: that there are 
250,000 orchard heaters in this 
county, each with a fuel capacity 
of nine gallons; and that there is 
a .surplus fuel supply available for 
only two, or at the most three 
nights, in association storage 
tanks and in tanks on ranches. 

Orange county’s heaters, run¬ 
ning only at normal speed, burn 
1,500,000 gallons of fuel in a 6- 
hour night. 

One night of this annual war¬ 
fare against frost costs the grow¬ 
ers $18,750. Three nights of it 
costs $56,250. 

Three nights under a blockade 
would be the limit—and if the 
frost continued another nicrVif

Britain, France Would 
Keep Spain Dispute 
Out of League 


\ The word "gold," spelled out in 
faint, dusty letters on a truck’s 
bumper, today had .sent Alonzo 
Rodriguez of Fullerton to the 
county jail for 50 days on a charge 
of hit-run driving. 

His tnjck was identified through 
this marking as the one which 
yesterday struck a car diiven by 
Mr.s. W. F. Nielsen, 430 Linwood 
street, and fled without stopping 
to render aid. 

Mrs. Nielsen called police at 
First and Main streets just after 
the cra.sh. She de.scribed the truck 
which hit her car, and motorcycle 
officers - including her husband, 
\V. F. Niel.sen went to work. 

They found a truck amswering 
the description at 316 East Third 
street, driven by Rodriguez. But 
Rodriguez denied hitting another 
car. Mrs. Niel.sen and other wit- 
nes.ses were unable to identify the 
car definitely. They said it had 
been loade<l and stakes on the 
truck bed had been changed since 
the accident. 

But on the truck's bumper was 
the word "gold," faintly outlined 
in dust. On the back of Mrs. Niel¬ 
sen’s car was a spare tire—and 
it was a "gold bond" tire. It’s 
"brand” had been transfeired to 
the truck bumper. 

Under questioning, Rodriguez 
finally admitted the collision. He 
ideaded guilty to hit-run charges

An attempt to keep the Spani.sh 
war ami its grave international 
problems out of the League of Na¬ 
tions at least for now - took 
shape in the capitals of Great 
Britain and France today. 

Informed sources said these 
powers may try to persuade the 
Spani.sh government to withdraw 
it.'i appeal for council considera¬ 
tion of Italo-German recognition 
and alleged aid to the Fascist in¬ 
surgents. 

See Danger to I’eaee 
Great Britain and France were 
repre.sented as believing .such 
League action would endanger in¬ 
ternational peace as well as being 
futile. They were .said to be hop¬ 
ing to continue to deal with the 
international aspect of the war 
through the non-intervention or¬ 
ganization in London. 

Even it the council should meet 
early next month to discu.ss the 
“threat of war" to Europe which 
the Spani.sh government has 
brought to its attention, it was in¬ 
dicated the action would, in effect, 
be to turn the matter back to the 
non-intervention committee, 
Iiisiirgeids ICouted 
From the Spani.sh Fascist front, 
Generai Franci.sco Franco, dicta¬ 
tor-designate, let it be known he 
would continue to attempt a block¬ 
ade of Barcelona.

BEJIT 

Tubbs And Federal Men 
To Battle Over Use 
Of Weed Here 


Slide Razes Power House 


The stage was set today for an¬ 
other battle between Agricultural 
Commissioner D. W. Tubbs of 
Orange county and the federal 
Soil Conservation service, over 
Kikuyu glass, a plant similar to 
devil grass, which has been de- 
claied a menace to agriculture 
here. 

Tubbs has been invited to a con¬ 
ference of agricultural commis¬ 
sioners and Soil Conservation men 
at Santa Paula Dec, 8 in the of¬ 
fices of the S, C, S. to discuss the 
grass and its possible dangers and 
uses. 

Soil conservation men are inter¬ 
ested in the grass because it roots 
and spreads easiiy and can be used 
to hold soil from washing on 
slopes, Tubbs, on the other hand, 
has found it difficult to eradicate 
once It gets started, and learned 
that an avocado orchard in San 
Diego county was choked out by 
the plant. 

Tubbs has tangled with S. C. S. 
here several times over attempts 
of the federal agency to introduce 
the plant here for tests, and now 
Is directing a WPA project foi- 
removal of Kikuyu grass from 
lawns and slopes at Laguna Beach. 

Property owners in the beach 
city are cooperating by granting 
permission for the removal.

There attendants identified her 
as a Buena Park Mexican woman, 
suffering from an overdose of al¬ 
cohol.

$1, are valueless, officers in Los 
Angeles said. 

"Half a dozen officials in sev¬ 
eral Southern California counties 
may be arrested as a result of 
this Investigation,” said Inspector 
Norris Stensland of the Los Ange¬ 
les sheriff’s office. 

“Any Orange county people who 
have been innocent purchasers of 
these tickets will be of great as¬ 
sistance if they will come in and 
see me.” said Sheriff Jackson to¬ 
day. 

Branded As Fraud 

"We are not interested in who 
bought them, but rather who is 
selling these tickets. From what I 
learned last night in Los Angeles, 
the ’sweepstakes’ is a fraud from 
start to finish.” 

Labeled “International Sweep- 
stakes Corporation,” the tickets 
offer prizes varying from $100 to 
$60,000 on the Santa Anita Christ¬ 
mas day race. ’They are repre¬ 
sented as authorized by the Mexi¬ 
can government, and say the 
drawings will be held Dec. 12. 

On the back of the tickets, a 
book of which Jackson brought 
back with him, appears an invita¬ 
tion to “Come to sunny Old Mexico 
to see the drawing.” It fails to 
state, however, in which part of 
sunny Old Mexico the drawing is 
to be held. 

And the invitation, supposedly 
by the Mexican officials, is print¬ 
ed in English, Italian, and French. 
No Spanish appears there.

SAN FRANCISCO. OT—Gavin 
Craig, state district appellate court 
judge who is drawing his $10,000 
a year salary while serving a 
year’s jail term in the Ventura 
county jail, filed notice of a new 
appeal for a writ of habeas corpus 
yesterday. 

Craig notified the U. S. circuit 
court of appeals he would apply 
to the court next Monday for an 
order to release him on bail pend¬ 
ing his appeal in circuit court from 
denial of a habeas corpus writ 
application. He was denied such 
a writ in Los Angeles federal court 
Nov. 16. 

The jurist, convicted of conspir¬ 
acy to obstruct justice in the Italo 
Petroleum Company case in hos 
Angeles, was committed to jail 
after he had carried appeals, all 
of which failed, to the United 
States supreme court. 

The California state supreme 
court ruled recently Craig was en-i 
titled to his $10,000 annual salary, 
as a jurist even though he was in 
jail.

(A'l—The fight 
decks were cleared today for the 
repetition of an old but popular 
fistic number—the fourth duel be¬ 
tween Barney Ross and Jimmy 
McLarnin, for the welterweight 
championship of the world. 

Ross, the sharp-eyed, sharp- 
hitting Chicagoan, paved the way 
for the return match by achiev¬ 
ing a decisive 1.5-round victory 
last night over his rugged New 
York challenger, Izzy Jannazzo. 

To the surprise of no one around 
the ringside and de.spite some evi¬ 
dence of derision among 8484 cash 
customers, who contributed to a 
disappointing gross “gate” of $22,- 
840, Ross outpointed Jannazzo 
from start to finish, floored the 
challenger twice for brief counts, 
and won going away. 

Garden ‘PunisheiT 

The Madison Square Garden 
management, which guaranteed 
Ross $32,500 for his first title de¬ 
fense since he regained the crown 
from McLarnin a year and a half 
ago, took the biggest share of 
punishment. 

The only satisfaction for the 
promotion department is that it 
has both Ross and McLarnin tied 
to contracts. They may be brought 
together again before the indoor 
season closes and while the rival¬ 
ry is considered "hot,” but the 
chances are that both boards of 
strategy will hold out for an out¬ 
door "shot” and a bigger gate. 

In three previous outdoor 
matches. Ross has beaten McLar¬ 
nin twice but ringsiders last night 
rated the Irishman at least an 
even chance to regain the 147- 
pound crown, on the. basis of com¬ 
parative performances within a 
space of a week.

Back in 1890, when the Mid- 
.shipmen challenged the Cadets to 
a game of football, the sport wa.s 
something the officers frowned 
upon as unbecoming a soldier. The 
challenge caiused a change of heart 
at the military academy and, while 
they did not exactly do an about 
face in their attitude toward the 
game, the officers did unbend to 
the extent of permitting the Cadets 
to accept the challenge, and look¬ 
ing the other wa.y while the Cadets 
prepared to meet the Midshipmen. 

Becau.se of his experience with 
the game at Dartmouth, Cadet 
Denis Michie elected himself a 
committee of one to recruit and 
train the team. It wa.s a nonde¬ 
script band he gathered together 
on the old parade grounds on the 
plains of West Point for the first 
practice. 

Football was not new at that 
time to the Mid.shipmen. They had 
engaged, in an informal way and 
without the sanction of the author¬ 
ities at Annapolis, in the Ameri¬ 
can version of rugby for a period 
of eight years prior to 1890. In 
1889 they had met and defeated 
Virginia in a football contest. They 
played a regular schedule of six 
conte.sts in 1890, the year of the 
first Army-Navy game. 

The hurriedly prepared team of 
Cadets could hardly have been ex¬ 
pected to be a match for the ex¬ 
perienced Midshipmen. It was not. 
The Navy warriors spent a pleas¬ 
ant afternoon bowling over the 
green Cadet players, and ran up 
a score of 24-0. 

Arm.v Counter-Attacked 

The defeat hurt the pride of the 
Cadets. But it taught them a lot 
about football. It did more than 
that—it aroused a desire to meet 
the Midshipmen again and gain 
revenge. 

Cadet .Michie lost no time in pre¬ 
paring for another meeting. The 
Cadets responded with enthusiasm 
and, by the time the two teams 
clashed again the follc)wing fall, 
Michie had a fairly well drilled 
team to throw again.st the enemy. 
When the smoke of the battle at 
Annapolis cleared, the Cadets 
found themselves on the long end 
of the 32-16 score. Cadet Michie 
was the shining light of the vic¬ 
tory. 

Navy came back to take the 
next two contests. Then, for a pe¬ 
riod of five years, the scries was 
dropped because it was decreed 
by Washington that the .service 
battle constituted a distracting 
element inimical to orderly rou¬ 
tine at the academies. 

In 1898 the teams met again at 
Franklin field, Philadelphia. It 
was the first of the series played 
on this neutral ground, midway 
between the two institution.s. 

Army won 17-5 in 1899, but the 
Midshipmen came right back the 
following year with an 11-7 vic¬ 
tory over the Cadets. 

The next four games .saw the 
Army victorious, while in 1905 the 
teams fought to a 6-6 tie when 
the scene of battle was shifted to 
Princeton. At Philadelphia, in 1906 
and 1907, the Midshipmen trium- 


Navy had the top hand when 
the series was resumed in 1919 and 
won for three years running, in 
New York. Aruiy returned to win¬ 
ning ways in 1922, when the battle 
scene was once more Franklin 
field. The following year the teams 
played a scoreless tie in New l^ork. 

Army was victorious when the 
scene .shifted to Baltimore in 1924. 
Cadet Garbisch, Ain)y’.s all-Ameri¬ 
ca center, scored all 12 points h.y 
kicking four field goals. Army 
won again in 19'25. In 1926 the two 
teams battled to a 21-21 draw be¬ 
fore a record crowd of 110,000 in 
Chicago, Army won, 14-9, in 1927. 

A 2-ycar tiiice, due to a squab¬ 
ble ovei- eligibility rules, followed 
and then the .service teams re¬ 
newed their rivalry in New York. 
Arn)y won in 19,'jO and held the 
upper hand for four years until 
1934, when Navy triumphed 3-0 
on Midshipman Slade Cutter's field 
goal in the pouring rain. Army, 
led by Cadet Monk Meyer, up.sel 
the .Mid.shipm((n on Franklin field 
last ycai', 28-6. 


phed. Army won, 6-4, the follow¬ 
ing year. 

The 1909 gan)e was canceled be¬ 
cause of the death of Cadet Byrne, 
whose neck was broken in the 
game with Harvard. Midshipman 
Wilson also died of football in¬ 
juries the same year. 

Four Field Goals 

MicKshipman Jack Dalton ac¬ 
counted for the field goal which 
gave Navy three points and vic¬ 
tory in 1910. His kick provided 
the margin of triumph over the 
Cadets again the following year. 
Midshipman Babe Brown picked 
up where Dalton left off and twice 
booted the ball over the cro.ss-bar 
to give the Midshipmen 6 points 
and victory in 1912. 

In 1913, the first time the ga)ne 
was played in New York. Army 
trounced Navy 22-9, largely 
through the use of the forward 
pass. Navy had much the .stronger 
team, but could not fathom Army’s 
new-fangled basketball tactics 
Arn)y held sway until the .series 
was again interrupted in 1917 by 
the World war.

In the 10 meetings of Trojans 
and Iri.sh. the score stands 6 to 
4 for the boys of South Bend.

Thrills galore have packed the 
10 big battles. In the opener of 
the series here in 1926, the Iri.sh 
won, 13-12, in the last two min- 
ues of play when little Art Pari- 
sien passed to John Niemic for a 
touchdown. In 1927 at Soldier 
field, Chicago, the Notre Dame 
men again won by the margin of 
a conversion. The score was 7 to 
6 and two all-America backs, 
Morley Drury of S. C. and Christy 
Flanagan of Notre Dame, fur- 


ing the hero role In a 27-14 game. 
Jack Chevigny starred for the 
Iri.sh in this one. 

In ’29, back at Soldier field, 
the one-point jinx again hounded 
the Trojans who dropped a 13-12 
thiiller before more than 100,000 
fans. Among thrillers of this bat¬ 
tle were Ru.ss Saunders’ 90-yard 
runback of a kick-off for a Tro¬ 
jan touchdown and Joe Savoldi’s 
mighty line plunging to put over 
Notre Dame’s winning score. 

The 1930 game in Los Angeles 
was Knute Rockne’s sensational 
farewell to football in a slashing 
27-0 victory over Troy. Chief 
thriler of this game was Bucky 
O’Connor's 80-yard sprint to an 
Irish touchdown. 

Preparing for the eleventh 
meeting, the Notre Dame squad 
will arrive in Tucson Wednesday 
and will work out there through 
Friday, arriving here on the day 
of the game.

HUNTINGTON BEACH.- 
Huntington Beach opened a drive 
today for its share of rovalties 
from the vastly wealthy ti’deland 
oil pool within the city’s limits, 

A member of the official city 
famiiy was quoted as saying that 
Huntington Beach was ready to 
push a plan calling for exploita¬ 
tion of a pool within the city lim¬ 
its, rather than lend its support 
to other programs advanced 
throughout the state which would 
give the lion's share of proceeds 
to the state or county. 

"The city," he said, “is ready 
to back her prior claims, as in¬ 
vested in the community by the 
Huntington Beach Oil company, 
her charter from the state desig¬ 
nating the city's corporate limits 
as extending three miles out to 
sea, her acknowledged police and 
fire jiiri.sdiction and her prohibi¬ 
tory ordinances governing ocean 
drilling." 

Frank Bundy, prominent oil city 
business man, told the chamber 
of commerce this week that the 
city was in the midst of a “real” 
oil boom. He .said $5,000,000 had 
been paid by the Standard Oil 
company in royalties from the 
Huntington Beach pool. 

Whipstock drillers, the city 
feels, are getting rich on proceeds 
from their slanted wells. Legis¬ 
lative proposals fail to break the 
existing deadlock. 

And the city is ready to make 
a concerted drive for its share in 
this wealth. A program based on 
this cardinal principle is expected 
from the city hall within the next 
few days.

Hearst, the Sultan of Somersault 

W E NOMINATE Willie Hearst as the world’s champion 
somersault turner. Early this month—before the 
Roosevelt landslide—the Sultan of San Simeon called the 
President every name he could think of, including ‘'you 
and your fellow Communists.” 

With everything he had he soaked the President, 
both above and below the belt. He hurled false charges 
of radicalism, false charges about the social security taxes 
and false charges about dictatorship. 

He held the President up as a traitor to the constitu¬ 
tion and the enemy of liberty in the land of the free and 
the brave. 

Nothing was left undone by Hearst in his effort to 
villify and smear the President. 

Yet today Mr. Hearst not only indicates that he “will 
support him again,” but he actually hires the President’s 
new son-in-law, John Boettiger, to publish the strike- 
ridden Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 

That’s turning somersaults faster than a Fourth of 
July pinwheel! 

His nerve is more surprising when you learn what 
happened to his newspapers during the campaign. 

The magazine New Republic, is responsible for the 
statement that the Chicago paper lost 39,000 readers dur¬ 
ing the year, the Milwaukee sheet dropped 8,000, and in 
general Hearst papers lost or made only slight gains while 
competitors moved rapidly ahead. 

In announcing the Boettiger deal, Mr. Hearst says; 
“Mr. Boettiger will have absolute freedom in (iirect- 
ing the editorial and business policies of the Post- 
Intelligencer.” 

With the strike now over after three months of 
shutdown, it may be presumed that Mr. Boettiger will put 
a new front on the policies of the Post-Intelligencer—a 
front which will be more nearly in accord with the elec¬ 
tion results Nov. 3 and the ideas of his father-in-law in 
the White House. 

Perhaps the next step of Mr. Hearst will be to hire 
the Roosevelt boys and make them publishers of his 
papers. 

He might even be able to lure Rex Tugwell away 
from the American Molasses company. And genial Jim 
Farley from his rumored job as movie industry czar. 
There’s even a possibility that Mr. Hearst will give Mrs. 
Roosevelt the contract for writing a column in rebuttal 
to Alice Roosevelt Longworth! "Time will tell. 

It’s doubtful, however, if these mighty somersaults 
will razzle-dazzle either the President or the public into 
believing the old boy is sincere in his new-born admiration 
for the Roosevelt family. 

As sbmeone has said: “You can fool some of the peo¬ 
ple all the time, and all of the people some of the time, 
but you can’t fool all of the people all of the time.”

H.YNDS OFF AND ON
